the loss of America’s three 
Apollo astronauts. 

In Moscow, the only official 
reaction was a terse, four-line 
dispatch about the tragedy by 
the Tass news agency. 

Russian office workers, hurry- 
ing to their jobs, however, were 
shocked and dismayed upon 
hearing the news. 

“It is a tragedy,” said one, 
Let's hope it’s the last tragedy 
in space exploration.” 

Despite unconfirmed reports 
in the West, the Russians haye 
always denied any fatal space 
accidents of their own.

valiant young men have given 
their lives in ‘the nation's 
service.

Instead of allotting 
municipal governments a. fair sum 
each year with which to help fin- 
ance their growing responsibilities, 
Mr, Bennett has built into: the sys- 
tem his Santa-Claus arrangement of 
personal grants to homeowners 
whereby as much as $110 can now 
be deducted by the individual tax- 
payer from his annual municipal 
tax bill. x 

This method of handouts is in- 
tended to relieve the burden of the 
taxpayer while presumably enabling 
the municipality to raise its tax rate 
to a level the taxpayer could not 
otherwise tolerate. But the aid in 
the guise of a personal gift from the 
Premier helps only those taxpayers 
who are living on their property. 
For all other property the high rate 
must be met in full.

E LONG- HERALDED: FED-

The UN—Often Quarrelsome But Still a Family 


E United Nations is gropirig its 
way into 1967 like a teen-ager 
forcéd to care fora large and heavily 
rae ~—@e pendent family. 
The parents -- the 
great powers -- were 
divorced early on, 
and have been pre- 
occupied with quar- 
relling ever since. 
There are few re- 
sources in the bank, 
- and many debts to 
pay. Fighting ~ peri- 
odically tears the 
- + ehildren apart. It is, 
perhaps, remarkable that the family has 
survived at all. Plenty of prophets have 
predicted its doom. 

Yet somehow the UN has managed to 
provide a household in which the highly 
independent, egoistic and sometimes 
delinquent members of the world family 
can live together. 

Criticisms of its management have 
been many. 

@ it is “too democratic,” some say. 
Every tiny ministate, whatever its 
population, its influence, or its military 
and economic might, has “equal voting 
power” with the larger and more 
“responsible members of the world 
community. . 

@ It does not have the objectivity, 
balance and maturity of a court of law; 
its decisions are politically motivated, 
and sometimes distorted by evasion, 
improvisation and a double standard of 
morality. 

@ It is a captive of its parents’ 
cold war — either too. Communist- 
influenced or too Western-<jominated 
(according to the viewpoint of the 
criti; or alternately, it is not deeply 
enough involved in critical ‘cold-war 
problems, such as Vietnam. 


FROM CALGARY 


@ It is unwilling or unable to. insist 
that all members, including the parents, 
share costs of maintaining the household 


and of ending quarrels within it. Thus it 


is chronically in debt, and correspond- 
ingly limited in fits capacity for action. 

@ It is too selective in its member- 
ship, and should open its doors to all.in 
the neighborhood, notably Red China; or 
alternately, it-is not selective enough, 
and not only should bar Peking but 
should evict some countries now 
members. + 

Even UN people would acknowledge 
that some of these criticisms are 
justified. 

There is no question, for example, 


that UN decisions are politically moti- 
vated, representing a balance of political 
power which is sometimes achieved by 


= Jog-rolling, _ pressure, and tactics _re- 


sembling blackmail. - 

But it is not remotely true that the 
tiniest of the _ministates have an 
influence over this process equal to that 
of the great powers. ; 

The United States can normally 
muster at least 35 to 40 per cent of the 
votes in the 122-nation General As- 
sembly, and at least seven or eight af 
the 15 votes in the Security Council (its 
own negative vote being a veto). 

The Soviet Union can command 
between 10 and 15 per cent of the 


‘Nature Rambles

R an exciting little expedition go 

out to Niagara Canyon, off the 
Island Highway at the foot of the 
Malahat, and see the falls. 

You ean get beside the stream that is 
now running high. through the shale 
rock. It has cut into the rock until the 
sides look as though they had been built 
by hand. 

When you get to the bend the falls 
come into view. They are tremendous, 
dropping more than 100 feet in a large 
sheet of foaming water with a roar that 
vibrates against the canyon walls, 

The spray fills the narrow gorge like 
a dense fog or mist. You will get 
drenched unless properly clothed, The 
falls have created a deep pool at the foot 
which boils and swirls before it rushes 
down the channel. 

The walls of the canyon are 100 feet 
high and the trees growing along the

high sides are soaked with water, giving 
them the appearance of a jungle rain 
forest. Through the mist the dark green 
ot the mosses and polypody ferns takes 
on fantastic. shapes. 

Scattered along the stream bed there 
are numerous chunks of quartz, some of 
which are stained with oxidized iron 
which glistens against the grey-brown of 
the shale. 

As the water emerges from the tunnel 
under the road it spreads and forms 
many little streams, each one forming a 
different pattern, till they once again

The 
UN may run a boisterous household, but 
not all the neighbors’ suggestions would 
in fact be improvements.

RE. is nothing newsworthy about 
busybodies rushing around forming 
new organizations, byt the emergence of 
a new group‘in Calgary. underlines a new

time in the Commons a year ago. Last week 


the bill was “talked out'’—which means the 
debate continued to the limit of time allowed 
and no vote was taken. . 

Mr. Howard and Mr. David MacDonald, a 
Conservative member for Prince Edward 
Island, . both recognized the fact that the bill 
dealt with only. one phase of the larger 
problem of juvenile delinquency now troubling 
Canada. Both sincerely regretted the delay 
“which has occurred in parliamentary action, to 
eonvert present law more fully to treatment of 
the juvenile offender along rehabilitative lines 
as opposed to punishment, and both used the'r 
discussion time to: range further over the field 
of modern thought concerning correction. 

* * : 

They regretted, among other things, the 
loss: of potential to Canada in the diversion of 
some young Canadians from the straight and 
narrow into lives of crime and specifically 
pointed to penitentiaries where, under existing 
law, it is -still possible for a boy to take 
advanced instruction in criminal activity from 
the old lags. 

-No doubt the case they presented earned 
sympathy throughout the House, Humanitarian 
instinct cries out for reclamation of the erring 
and restitution of the transgressor to society 

s an honest, constructive individual. 

It is a mark of our social evolution toward 
Civilization that this sentiment prevails, 

It is an indication of how far. we have to £0 
that more primitive instincts and reactions 
retard that evolution. 


The relatively law-abiding citizen has in 
him from the early beginnings of man an 
instinct of self-preservation. He wants protec- 
tion from the forces that threaten and 
sometimes injure him. And, where he is able, 
he has an. almost overwhelming inclination to 
strike back at those who hurt him or his. 

Mr. MacDonald made an eloquent plea for 
consideration of the offender, young or old, as 
an ill person, not necessarily physically or 
mentally ill, but suffering from an ailment 


which-diverted-him from decent behaviour. He 


suggested an analogy between cruel treatment 
of the deranged a century ago and some pe 
practices still. applied to criminals. 

* * * 

_ This is a subject which has been explored 

and argued over the years, with a consensus 
developing in favor of treatment rather 
than punishment. Gradually, but very gradu- 
ally, practices and institutions are changing in 
appreciation of this philosophy. 
_ L happen to agree with the point of view 
expressed by Mr. Howard and Mr. MacDonald, 
but I doubt that sentiment, even humanitarian- 
ism, is going to bring an ehd to the tedious and 
costly process of gradualism. 

In my view, in our materialistic society, I 
think we, have to bring an economic and 
pragmatic approach to the issue. 

+ * * 

The fact is that too many of our penal 
projects don’t work in a rehabilitative way for 
those subjected to them. It costs too much 
money to maintain temporarily in houses of 
correction, which don’t correct, individuals 
who then #eturn to crime on release. If what 
we're doing doesn’t work, let’s try something 
that might, Some of the treatments now 
suggested may turn out to be no better than 
some ineffective systems now in use, but trial 
is justified in the hope that othérs might. 

This isn’t a sentimenatl argument. It's hard- 
boiled. And if an inclination remains in our 
society to punish for the sake of vindictiveness, 
let’s start figuring how much vindictiveness is 
costing and what it's accomplish'ng. 

Is it reasonable to suppose: that the vast 
majority of Canadians can't move more 


» quickly toward a solution for the problem of 


the small minority who are offenders? 

As Mr. Howard and Mr. MacDonald pointed 
out, we're dragging‘ our feet, wearing out a jot 
of economic shoe leather and furnishing only a 
very unreliable brake on crime.

Paige and Three Could Beat Nine 


‘ Thoughts of Charley (pardon, Charlene) rippled through my 
reminiscence this week when Leroy “Satchel” Paige visited the 
village. He came with the Harlem Globetrotters. As ‘business 
manager." 

When he was introduced at Memorial Arena (“Now we 
want you to meet ‘the great, the. legendary Satch-el PAIGE!") 
there was a bare ripple of applause. 

I found this disturbing. I wondered if the 5,000 present 
would have been so restrained if, say, Bobby Feller or Dizzy 
Dean had been introduced. 

Years ago when I sported plus-fours (you can tell by that 
how many years ago) Satchel Paige was a kind of god to kids 
who played pickup baseball. 

Feller and Dean received more publicity than Paige 
because they played in the big leagues. But from time to time 
there were stories (which I. read eagerly when I was supposed 
to be occupied with Social Studies) of Paige. 

The stories said that you could catch Paige in a rocking 
chair, meaning his control was near perfect; that his fastball 
moved so swiftly he once played with only a catcher, first 
baseman and one outfielder and still beat a nine-man team. 


Doors Opened Too Late for Satch 


I once asked my father why Paige didn’t play in the 
majors. 

My father explained that a Jim Crow law existed in 
haseball, although baseball owners never had the courage to 
put in in-writing. Paige was a Negro; Jim Crow meant “No 
Negroes allowed,” 

Occasionally major league all-star (white) teams would 
play exhibition games against Paige’s team (he was- with 
Newark then) and Paige always muted their best bats. 

When Branch Rickey made the noble experiment of 
breaching Jim Crow by using a Negro, Jackie Robinson, with 
Brooklyn, I thought sure Paige would follow. Then in day-to-day 
combat, it would be apparent. if Paige was as good as he 
seemed. 

But my father pointed out that baseball's doors of equality 
were opened too late for Paige. ‘He's an old man now," my 
father explained. ‘Too old for those kids.” 

Paige did get a chance, of course, years later. Bill Veeck 
signed him for Cleveland. But he appeared only in relief and 
very short relief too. Still he looked as if he belonged. . 

He ‘later barnstormed, played a few summers on the 
Canadian prairies. Last year he went to Kansas City and 
pitched three scoreless innings against Boston Red Sox. : 


Most Great Ones Are Warm People 


Thére is a tendency to equate greatness in athletics with 
greatness in street clothes. I don’t mean greatness in terms of 
sheer awe but graciousness. é 

Out in the boondocks great athletes. are rarely seen. But

When I first met Paige this week, he was signing 
autographs. He wrote. without expression, nor words to the 
faces around him. When he looked up and saw a boy 
reiurned' a second time he said, unsmiling, ‘You're a “hog, 
aren't you?” The boy blushed. ‘This one’s for a friend,” he 
said. : 

At half-time we went into a room off the Trotters’ quarters. 
When a photographer asked him to stand up for a picture, 
Paige said: ‘‘What’s the matter with you; man? You were out 
there the first half and you ignored me.”. The photographer 
explained that he couldn't shoot against a crowd backdrop. 

He sat down and said, ‘‘Ask your questions.” - 

Did he feel he was born 40 years too soon when he read 
that another Negro, Baltimore’s Frank Robinson, had signed 
for $100,000? 

“Naw,” Paige said. “He ain't gonna get to keep more than 
a third of it. Uncle Sam gets the rest.” 


Campanella Only a Third-Stringer 

But he can receive it because baseball_no longer worries if 
a player is white, black, green or has hair down to his ankles. 

“Didn't you, Sateh, want to play against the best and not be 
confined to your race?” 

“Who says the majors were the best?’ Paige snapped. "I'll 
tell you how best the majors were. Roy Campanella was a third- 
string catcher in our league. Hardly got off the bench. Brooklyn 
brought him up and all of a sudden he’s one of the best bats in 
the ieague-What’s that prove?”

The court said also that

before the end of 1961. 

Hornung had tried to prove 

that the Corvette was a gift 
from the magazine and not 
taxable under a provision of 
federal income tax law that 
jexempts from taxation prizes 
given for educational, artistic, 
jand civic achievement. 
Judge Austin Hoyt. said pro- 
fessional football “cannot he 
viewed as an educational, arti«- 
tic, or civic “field of -endeavor 
as those terms are used in the 
}Statute-no—matter how fond of 
the sport we may be."

ANCHORAGE, Alaska ~ (AP) 
-— Eight hardy mountaineers 
and scientists are making final 
preparations for an attempt to 
climb Mt: McKinley, an 
peak never ‘scaled by ‘man 
during the howling fury of an 
Alaskan winter. 

Facing the path-firiding ex- 
pedition-on the slopes of North 
America’s highest mountain are 
temperatures as low as 100 
degrees below zero, fierce 
snowstorms and winds that 
sometimes reach 150 miles an 
hour. Departure date is Feb. 1. 

With all its modern equip- 
ment, the expedition will rely 
chiefly for protection . against 
the wild winter of the 20,300-foot 
mountain-on the Arctic’s oldest 
and most primitive defence — 
the humble igloo, the Eskimo 
hut made of snow blocks. 


QUIET RETREAT 


Gregg Blomberg of Denver, 
leader of the expedition, said 
the igloo “will offer us*a warm, 
quiet retreat.” 

He sées the snow hut as a 
temporary haven when storms 
hit, and when. the climbers’ 
strength is sapped by rough 
going and rarified air.

Job on Reserves 


The B.C. legislature’s only Indian MLA Friday called for a 
new effort to combat poverty on the reservations because the 
Company of Young Canadians has failed. 

All levels of government should become involved in the 
problems ‘‘because this is not only an Indian problem, it ‘is a 
Canadian society problem,” said Frank Calder (NDP—Atlin). 

He said “the Company of Young Canadians has failed thus 
far to cope with the situation so I suggest (a study of) the 
advisability of a joint federal-provincial action in solving 
poverty on Indian reserves.”’ 

Mr. Calder said Indians should not be blamed because they 
didn’t set up the reserves ‘“‘which are nothing but slum acres.” 

He_ said federal Indian policy originally was “subjection 
first and planning second. 

“Poverty and apartheid in relation to the reserve system in 
this country are black eyes in the Canadian centennial year.”

Other MLAs applauded as he added: 

“If -the federal government had provided proper 
rehabilitative planning on reserves, the Indians today may have 
had reason to celebrate their achievements in self-government, 
self-determination, equality of opportunity in education and 
employment, self-support, equal rights, justice and freedom.” 

Tom Berger (NDP—Vancouver Burrard) also espoused the 
Indian cause during the throne speech debate. i 

He said other provinces are beginning to accept 
‘responsibility for the social and economic welfare of their 
Indians but pot B.C. 

“IT don't blame this government in particular for that 
because all its predecessors have refused that responsibility,” 
he said. 

But he. criticized Attorney-General Robert Bonner for 
deciding to fight in court when a group of Nanaimo Indians two 
years ago decided to “assert their rights” to go hunting and 
fishing as solemnly guaranteed in an 1854 treaty with Governor 
James Douglas which has been officially ignored since 1867.

As Ring’s Classic Example 


NEW YORK (AP) — For 
the second time since it 
started niaking an annual 


award, Ring magazine has 
passed up naming a Fighter 
of the Year because it 
frowned on some of the non- 
boxing activities of heavy- 
weight champion Cassius 
Clay. 

The boxing monthly says 
that. strictly on the basis of 
his ring achievements, which 
included. five title defences 
during the year, Clay 


deserved the Fighter of. the 
Year citation for 1966. 

“The Fighter of the Year 
must. by recognized as an 
example to the growing Amer- 
ican boy,” the magazine says 
adding that Clay did not 
qualify this year. It points out 
that Ring awarded Clay the 
citation in 1965. 

Since 1963, Ring says,.Clay 
has allied himself with -the 
Black» Muslims, ‘who 
avowedly are not friendly 
toward the United States of 
America,’” has protested his

'CYC Has Failed’ 
Job on Reserves 


' ‘The B.C. legislature's only Indian MLA Friday called for » 
new effort to combat poverty on the reservations because the 
Company of Young Canadians has failed. 

All levels of government should become involved in the 
problems “because this is not only an Indian problem, it is a 
Canadian society problem,” said Frank Calder (NDP—Atlin). 

He said “the Company of Young Canadians has failed thus 
far to cope with the situation so I suggest (a study of) the 
advisability of a joint federal-provincial action in solving 
poverty on Indian reserves.” : 

Mr. Calder said Indians should not be blamed because they 
didn't set up the reserves “which are nothing but slum acres.” 

He said federal Indian policy otiginally was *‘subjection 
first and planning second. 

“Poverty and apartheid in relation to the reserve system in 
this country are black eyes in the Canadian centennial year.”

Other MLAs applauded as he added: 

“If the federal government had provided proper 
rehabilitative planning on reserves, the Indians today may have 
had reason to celebrate their achievements in self-government, 
self-determination, equality of opportunity in education and 
employment, ‘self-support, equal rights, justice and freedom.” 

Tom Berger (NDP—Vancouver Burrard) also espoused the 
Indian cause during the throne speech debate. 

He said other provinces. ‘are beginning .to accept 
responsibility for the social and economic welfare of their 
Indians but not B.C. 

"TI don’t blame this government in particular for that 
because all its predecessors have refused that responsibility,” 
he said. He 

But te criticized -Attorney-General Robert Bonner for 
deciding to fight in court when a group of Nanaimo Indians two 
years ago decided to “assert their rights” to go hunting and 
fishing as.solemnly guaranteed in an 1854 treaty with Governor
